The  various  countries  have  been  arranged 
in  alphabetical  order,  and  under  the  coun- 
tries the  ports  are  given  alphabetically.  In 
the  cases  of  Canada,  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  and  the  United  States,  the  main  sub- 
territorial  divisions  are  first  given  in  alpha- 
betical order,  and  then  under  each  principal 
section  or  State  the  ports  are  similarly  desig- 
nated. 

It  is  the  plan  of  the  Social  Service  Bureau 
to  issue  other  editions  from  time  to  time,  so 
that  such  additional  resources  as  come  to  the 


attention  of  the  Bureau  will  be  promptly 
brought,  through  the  medium  of  pamphlets 
of  this  nature,  to  the  attention  of  American 
men  of  the  sea.
